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Il Red yong Men 


Destroy Nazi Tank 
Unit, Rout Intantry 


(Wireless to Intercentinent News) 

MOSCOW, July 18.—Eleven Red Army soldiers, form- 
ing a unit of “tank destroyers” and armed only with 
bottles of gasoline, completely wiped out an entire column 
of 25 Nazi tanks and indirectly aided in the destruction 
of half a Nazi infantry regiment,'a correspondent, of 
Izvestia reports “somewhere at the front.” 

A Red Army infantry unit was engaged in a pitched 
battle with the enemy. The Nazis brought up reinforce- 
ments and prepared a counter-attack in an effort to break 
through the Red Army defense. 

Only a little more than half a mile away from the 
Red Army line, the Germans brought up a column of 
light tanks, several rifle units, machine guns and mine 
throwers. / 

The Red Army forces Were reinforced only by the 
“tank destroyers” comprising Military Technician Bulga- 
kov, Lieutenant Mashinin, Junior Lieutenant Zubov and 
eight men. They brought with them as equipment only 
several boxes packed with “incendiary bottles.” 

The Red Army forces were outnumbered by three to 
one in infantry forces, not to speak of the overwhelming 
tank superiority of the opposing force. 

But Bulgakov calmly posted his men in advance of 
the Red Army main force, and reported to the com- 
mander, “Ready for action.” 

The Germans launched their drive with intense artil- 
lery fire and were supported by a large force of bombers. 

Then the tank column, five in a row, began its heavy 
rumbling march. Behind the tanks swarmed the Nazi 
infantry, protected from fire. 


25 YARDS AWAY 


The Red Army watched the advance—and waited. 
Planes screamed overhead, thundering their bombs into 
the earth. Artillery fire increased with a flood of roaring 
destruction. And the tank column rumbled and crashed 
on, pouring death from every turret. 

Still the Red Army men waited; under the mounting 
tension they were like steel springs that must either be 
released or snap. But they waited—until the foremost 
row of tanks was less than 25 yards away. 

Bulgakoy gave the signal by himself hurling the 
first “incendiary bottle.” The brittle glass crashed 
against the gun turret of the nearest tank and enveloped 
it in liquid flames. The other four in the first row were 
similarly set ablaze. They jerked to a stop.. Their crews 
perished in fire before they could get out. 

The tanks behind crashed on and broke through the 
smoke and flames, only to be met in their turn with the 
little crashing bottles.

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Nazis Flee in Chaos 


Before Bayonet Drive 


(Special te Intercontinent News) 

MOSCOW, July 18.—A vivid description of a Red 
Army engagement at a river, designated as “X” by an 
Izvestia correspondent at the front, tells of the bloody 
see-saw fighting that typifies fierce, determined character 
of Soviet troops defending their Fatherland against the 
invaders. 

The Izvestia correspondent’s eye-witness account tells 
of Red Army troops clashing in constant battles with 
picked §.S. detachments—Hitler’s best trained forces— 
battles which lasted three days and finally smashed enemy 
attempts to ford the river. The enemy lost 5,000 men in 
the unsuccessful drive to cross the river, 

Soviet troops, the correspondent writes, iieeestame 
met each onslaught with deadly hails of fire, and then 
whipped bayonets onto fifles and went at the fascists with 
cold steel—an ordeal they couldn’t stand up against. 

The resourcefulness and initiative of the Red Army 
men was displayed throughout, at one point completely 
confusing the Nazis by utilizing the latter’s flare signal- 
system against them. 


EYE-WITNESS ACCOUNT 


The account of Izvestia’s front-line writer, A. R. Kar- 
men, follows: 

‘ “The fighting at River X has already been in prog- 
ress three days. The Germans hurled their picked units 
into action to ford this river, and the formations here 
include S.S. detachments. 

“In addition the enemy brought up a large number of 
tanks, artillery, and each time they tried to advance they 
employed their full fire power. In grofips of two and 
three, German soldiers, armed with automatic rifles ran 
from tree to tree, bush to bush, moving forward. But 
each time they were met with a hurricane of our ma- 
chine-gun fire. 

“They would thereupon fall flat and entrench them- 
selves until oné of the fascists succeeded in signalling 
back for & heavy offensive fire. The enemy artillery would 
then immediately open a tornado of fire, so strong at 
times that the Red Armymen would withdraw to a new 
line to avoid heavy losses. 

“Under the blows of the enemy heavy artillery, the 
Red Army troops would quickly shift to an entirely dif- 
ferent method of fighting while weathering the fiercest 
fire of the German minethrower batteries. After occupy- 
ing the new lines, the Soviet troops would immediately 
build individual earthen fortifications, which were so re- 
liable that no matter how fierce the fire of the mine- 
throwers, there were no casualties. 

“From these lines, the Red Armymen met the hail 
of Jlead without retreating a step. At each opportunity, 
they launched bayonet attacks, and it was definitely 
shown, in these actions, that the German soldiers cannot 
face Soviet bayonets.

WASHINGTON, July 18 (UP) .— 
President Roosevelt served emphatic 
notice upon the Axis again today 
that the United States will keep 


open sea lanes to its Atlantic out- 
posts and defend these garrisons 
against attack or threat of attack. 

He said at a press conference that 
even he could ‘not define what 
might constitute a threat of attack 
under circumstances, and cautioned 
reporters against speculating be- 
cause he said they would not be 
writing news. Likewise, he said he 
would, not discuss troop movements 
in conection with the Battle of 
the Atlantic. 

“I do not think it is right that 
I should pull a Wheeler” he. ex- 
plained.

OUNCE OF PREVENTION 


To prevent this danger, he said, 
the United States took it over. 
Having done so, he explained, it 
Was necessary to protect the gar- 
rison and this in turn called for 
action to keep the sea lanes open. 
- He recalled that he had set out 
this policy clearly in ths message 
to Congress reporting the U. S. oc- 
cupation of Iceland, and after re- 
Stating it today he said. nothing 
more need to be said. 

The President confirmed that the 
United States is building bases in 
Brazil for this country’s air force 
and intimated that similar con- 
struction is under way in -other 
South American countries. He said 
he could not be. specific without 
revealing information vital to 
Western Hemisphere defense, but 
suggested that reporters could 
write that bases are being built at 
other strategic points. 

He also confirmed that the Ad- 
ministration temporarily, at least, 
has abandoned War Department 
legislation which would permit use 
of selectees, National Guardsmen 
and reservists, outside the Western 
Hemisphere.

“The fascist soldier fights like one 
docmed,” declares Tolstoy. 

In describing the varicus qualities

says: “The Red warrior is fighting 
cleverly, displaying strategy, courage. 
‘inherent in Russians, fighting until 
the finish, until victory.” 

The fascists, on the other hand, 
“often go into battle drunk, their 
heads in helmets bent low. They 
can't withstand the Russian bayo- 
net attacks.” 

Fascists steer their planes away 
from combat with Soviet fliers, de- 
clares Tolstoy, and Soviet counter- 
blows have cut the “seemingly se- 
vere onslaught” of the Nazi hordes.

passenger cars and 16 trucks with 


infantry. 

Ogrommy, assistant political in- 
structar of the Sapper Company 
volunteered to blow up the bridge 
across the X River. A group of 
Red Army men, headed by 
carrying heavy boxes 
with explosives, crawled about 
eight kilometers along the open 
dam and put the charge under 
the bridge at a distance of 100 
metres from the enemy lines. At 
the needed time the bridge was 
blown up. 

Nine Finnish soldiers came over 
to the side of the Red Army. 
They described a mass desertion 
from the Finnish White Guard 
army.

But 
even this is of no avail. Sentinels 
themselves frequently desert. The 
other day in the area of Hauki-

deserters who hid in forests and 
marshes. All who were caught 
faced the menace of execution on 
the spot. The deserters enticed 
the Schutzcorps members into a 
bog and shot all of them. We 
deserted from the Finnish White 
Guard army because we do not 
want to fight for Hitler and the 
band of his satellites. We kept 
our arms and decided, jointly 
with the Red Army to destroy 
the German fascists.” 

A mountéd guerrilla unit blew 
up a bridge the Germans buit 
across the 8S. River. One group of 
guerrillas dismounted and hid in 
the bushes on the bank awaiting 
the German transports. Another 
group took cover in a nearby 
copse. 

At night a German column of 
trucks reached the river and be- 
came jammed at the very bank in 
front of the pile of charred debris 
of the bridge. The drivers climbed 
out of the cabs to find out the 
cause of the forced halt. The es- 
cort gathered here as well. Just 
then our guerrillas opened a ma- 
chine gun fire from ambush. Sev- 
eral trucks with ammunition blew 
up. Panic ensued among the fas- 
cists. Those who fled were caught 

with and shot point-blank by

Immediate action to “stop Hitler now” and wipe 
out the danger threatening America was voted by a 
special emergency conference of American Federa- 
tion of Labor uhion representatives, meeting in this 
| city Thursday night. 
With the statement that “Now is the decisive 
moment to bust fascism,” the conference set up a 
provisional “Trade Union Committee to Stop Hitler 
Now,” to push fullest aid to Britain, the Soviet 
Union and all others fighting Hitlerism in order to 

“protect America before it is too late.” 
The committee's first major activity will be the 
convening of a citywide Stop Hitler rally to be held 


within a few weeks. 


At the same time, the conference decided on three 
immediate actidns. These included the circulation of 
a “Stop Hitler” petition among A. F. of L. members; 
the printing of special trade union material, and 
the distribution of thousands of “Stop Hitler Now” 


lapel buttons. 


Harold Bolton was elected National Organizer for 


the new committee. 


“The exigtence of Hitlerism means the encourage- 
ment in this country of every anti-union force and 
personality,” Bolton said in his remarks to the con- 
ference. “It means the gathering together of all the 
lickspitiles of appeasement, and attacks on labor's 


gains. 


“We can stop this by helping those countries 
and peoples that are battling Hitler with everything 
at their disposal. And for this we've got to give them 
everything at our disposal,” Bajfon declared.

© The Daily Worker yesterday published a 
number of the more important resolutions 
adopted by the recent convention of the CIO 
National Maritime Union. It is highly en- 
couraging to see labor meeting the new prob- 
lems created by the new international situ- 
ation and solving them in the light of the 
declaration that the main issue today is to 
defend America by defeating Hitler and 
Hitlerism. 


The seamen dealt with all questions at 
their convention and reached practically 
united agreement upon them: Does this not 
symbolize the possibilities for the entire 
American people to reach a common under- 
standing on the fundamental issues of the 
day? 

The workers are able, better than any 
other force, to arrive at sound judgments 
affecting the welfare of all the people.

The NMU convention symbolized the 
numerical growth and the increased under- 
standing of the American labor movement.

It is not accidental that a union which 
makes such valuable contributions to the 
progress of the American people, is charged 
with being “Communist dominated.”

Great 56 Game Streak 


Been Under Strain; Robbed of Hit by Keltner; 
Riddle Still Going Strong 


‘Our Lead Means More Than 
My Streak Did’ -- Di Mag 


Over, Joe Admits He’s 


With the strain of maintaining his monumental 56- 
‘game hitting streak lifted from his shoulders by his in- 
evitable failure to bat safely—against Cleveland Thursday 


night—Jce DiMaggio took a relieved 
hitch in his belt yesterday and 
emphasized what everybody already 
knew: that record or no record, he 
is first of all a great team player. 


“The streak doesn’t mean a 
thing,” DiMaggio said. “That 
seven-game lead we tock over the 
Indians means more. I do feel re- 
lieved, however, now that it’s all 
over. 

“I admit I've been under a 
strain even after the records were 
broken. But that’s gone now. And 
I'll be out there now still trying 
to get my base hits to win games. 
That's all that has counted any- 
way.” 

The ending of one lot the most 
remarkable batting streaks came in 
fftting surroundings. The largest 
crowd of the season, as well as in 
the history of night ball, 67,468, saw 
pitchers Al Smith and Jim Bagby 
halt the dramatic streak that had 
far surpassed Willie Keeler’s oijd- 
time mark of 44 straight games as 
as George Sisler’s modern 
standard of 41. 

DiMag may have been stopped— 
but not the Yanks. They rolled over 
the Indians, 4-3, to extend their 
lead to seven games and just about 
grab a stranglehold on first place. 
Veteran Lefty Gomez was the win- 
ning hurler, although he needed 
succor from Johnny Murphy in the 
ninth. The Yanks have now won 17 
out of 18, 22 out of the last 24, and 
31 out of the last 36. That pace is too 
torrid for the rest of the league— 
and it’s no wonder that the Hom 
Run Boys look forward to another 
World's Series.
